9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the art of record for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
multi- state memory comprising populations of tracking cells being less than the number of states 
wherein each of the populations is associated with one of the states, in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations as recited in the independent claim 1 .
